any real use to progress and hu- 
manity. We talk platitudes about a 
league of nations to enforce peace 
without cons'dering conditions es- 
sential to its success. But there was 
a league of nations to protect Bel- 
gium—there were solemn treaties 
and conventions at The Hague to 
apply the principles of humanity as 
lar as possible in war and give ef- 
fect to international law. 
How did 


these avail on the outbreak of the 
war?" 


Sir Edward then quotes the Ger- 


man emperor as sayinx there is no 
•nternational law; that treaties are 
scraps of paper, and soforth, and 
Adds: 


"I have not yet seen a single sug- 


arestion made as to how in the fu- 
ture these calamities are to be pre-! 
vented from recurring if the lawless 
temper of the Germans remains un- 
repentant and their power to repeat 
their crimes remains what it has 
been in the past relative to the rest of 
the world. President Wilson is right 
when lie declares no terms signed 
by the present rulers of Germany 
vould afford the slightest security 
for the peace of the world, and noth- 
ing is more certain than that just 
in proportion as the military defeat 
of Germany is incomplete the dura- 
tion of peace will be short 
What- 


ever terms Germany might now 
bring herself to accept in order to 
recuperate her strength for another 
Degression, her people would soon 
forget such economic privations as 
they have had to endure and would 
remain convinced they proved them 
selves invincible." 


Sir Edward asserted that if this 


war is to put an end to all war, Ger- 
man militarism must be sufficiently 
crushed to make fresh aggression by 
her impossible for a long time to 
come, "and until it is no longer pos- 
sible for the German people them- 
selves to be deluded by the legend 
of their invincibility in arms." 


In conclusion, Sir Edward said 


it was obvious that Great Britain 
must carry on the war until such a 
victory is attained as will remove 
all practical danger of war in the 
future, "and any man who tries, 
whatever his motive be, to distract 
the attention of the country from 
this goal of deliverance, is the worst 
enemy of real peace." 


The premier said that the news 


from Russia in the last few days 
had not been good. 
He thought 


when the revolution came that it 
would have the effect of postponing 
victory but he had expected an ear- 
lier recovery. 


"However, through all, we must 


exercise patients," he added. 


Lloyd George said that the Rus- 


sian leaders, all brave and patriotic 
men, knew the enemy attempt in the 
Riga region involved the fate of the 
revolution, the fruits of which they 
would do their best to defend. 
Un- 


der Jire, the Russian leaders were 
repairing the machine which had 
broken down, and he was- confident 
that in the end they would succeed. 


"What I am concerned 
about 


most," the premier went on, "is not 
the effect which the failure of Rus- 
sia would have on the war, but the 
harmful effect it would have on the 
cause of democracy in the world." 


It took a Ion? time, said Lloyd 


George, for oppressed people to get 
accustomed to freedom as it did for 
free people to get accustomed to op- 
pression. 


"One thing gives me satisfaction," •! 


he continued. "German attempts to'-', 
-ow dissension between the allies! / 
east and the allies west failed. Ger- 
many only decided to invade Rus- 
sia with the sword because all her 
other 
methods and machinations 


failed. 


"Amercia, who has now come into 


the conflict," he continued, "has; 
never known defeat and on this oc- 
casion, too, she with her allies, will 
triumph over her foe. 


"For all these reasons I ask you 


to be of stout heart. There may be| 
a stony path to climb, but we will, 
climb them.

(Philadelphia Record.) 


Another link was forged in the 


chain of wireless electric communi- 
cation by the opening of the high- 
powered radio station at 
Keeping, 


Java. <b> the Colonial Governor of 
the Dutch East Indies on April 8 
last. The new link was not definite- 
ly connected with the world-girdling 
system, however, until now; and the 
opening of direct communication be- 
tween the Java plant and the army 
station at Corregidor Island, at .the 
entrance to Manila Bay, has just beer 
officially announced by the 
Chief 


of the United States Signal Service. 
Though the Java station like that at 
Corregidor, is a Government plant, it 
receives commercial messages, sub- 
ject to governmental regulations at 
the sending and receiving ends; and 
in ordinary times commercial corres- 
pondence is. of course, the most im- 
portant, and the only remunerative, 
part of the business. 
Keeping, which is near 
Batavia. 


the capital of Java, is about 2000 
miles distant from Manila in an air 
line. 
This seems a small distance, 


considering the wide range of trans- 
mission possible by aerial telegraphy, 
wireless messages having been 
ex- 


changed between stations nearly 10,- 
000 miles apart. But the meteorolog- 
ical conditions under which messages 
can be successfully sent approximate- 
ly half around the globe are of rar«s 
occurrence; and the conditions are 
not always favorable for "hearing" 
at one-third that 
distance. 
Direct 
communications between 
European 


stations and those on our Atlantic 
seaboard are 
often 
difficult 
and 


sometimes suspended altogether. Our 
own high powered station at Samoa 
must work with Honolulu, and thence 
have its messages relayed to Corregi- 
dcr; and the latter is a little too far 
from Honolu'u to make transmission 
invariably reliable. 
Practically, therefore, it will be re- 


quired to have high-powered stations 
2000 or 3000 miles apart before the 
radiographio girdle of the world can 
ie regarded as complete. 
The At- 


lantic Ocean and the Mediterranean 
Sea have been spanned, and the Java 
station brings the Pacific span up to 
the border of the Indian Ocean. Pos- 
sibly the Java station will suffice to 
close the circuit, though it might do 
so imperfectly. At any rate, the es- 
tablishment of communications via 
American stations from the Pacific 
coast westward as far as Batavia is 
an event too interesting to be passed 
over. 


TRYING TO GET TOGETHER.

ion of union is an encouraging 
ign. A real lasting union of these 
lentral American peoples would help 
toward a realization of the'ideal of 
western republican unity so much in 
the public mind in recent years.

Another link was forged in the 


chain of wireless electric communi- 
cation by the opening of the high- 
jowered radio station at 
Keeping. 
Java, 'by the Colonial Governor of 
the Dutch East Indies on April 
8 
last. The new link was not definite- 
y connected with the world-girdling 
system, however, until now; and the 
opening of direct communication be- 
tween the Java plant and the army 
station at Corregidor Island, at,the 
entrance to Manila Bay, has just beer 
officially announced by the 
Chief 


of the United States Signal Service. 
Though the Java station like that at 
Corregidor, is a Government plant, it 
receives commercial messages, sub- 
ject to governmental regulations at 
the sending and receiving ends; and 
in ordinary times commercial corres- 
pondence is. of course, the most im- 
portant, and the only remunerative, 
part of the business. 


Keeping, which is near Batavia. 


the capital of Java, is about 2000 
miles distant from Manila in an air 
line. 
This seems a small distance, 


considering the wide range of trans- 
mission possible by aerial telegraphy, 
wireless messages having been 
ex- 


changed between stations nearly 10,- 
000 miles apart. But the meteorolog- 
ical conditions under which messages 
can be successfully sent approximate- 
ly half around the globe are of rar«* 
occurrence; and the conditions a*re 
not alwavs favorable for "hearing" 
at one-third that 
distance. 
Direct 
communications between 
European 
stations and those on our 
Atlantic 


seaboard are 
often 
difficult 
and 


sometimes suspended altogether. Our 
own high powered station at Samoa 
must work with Honolulu, ana tnence 
have its messages relayed to Corregi- 
dor; and the latter is a little too far 
from Honolulu to make transmission 
invariably reliable. 


Practically, therefore, it will be re- 


quired to have high-powered stations 
2000 or 3000 miles apart before the 
radiographir girdle of the world can 
be regarded as complete. 
The At- 


lantic Ocean and the Mediterranean 
Sea have been spanned, and the Java 
station brings the Pacific span up to 
the border of the Indian Ocean. Pos- 
sibly the Java station will suffice to 
close the circuit, though it might do 
so imperfectly. At any rate, the es- 
tablishment of communications via 
American stations from the Pacific 
coast westward as far as Batavia is 
an event too interesting to be passed 
over.

Verdun was the 
blackest stain on the Corsican's char- 
acter, and the horrors perpetrated 
there have only been excelled by the 
German treatment of the civil popu- 
lation of 
Belgium 
and

France.

MUST BE DURABLE PEACE. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM I 


Paris, Thursday, Sept. 6.—in his 


speech today at the celebration of 
the anniversary of the battle of the 
Marne, Premier Ribet, after refer- 
ring to the determination to recover 
Alsace-Lorraine, said: 


France unites with the civilized 


world in the- claim for a guarantee 
of peace, that it will not merely he 
a temporary truce but a durable ac- 
cord founded 
on 
Justice. 
Where 


shall we find that guarantee? It is 
for the German people to understand 
that it depends upon them to give it 
D> shaking off the noxious military 
despotism which is a heavy burden 
for them as well as a danger for the 
rest of the world. 


"If the German people refnse te 


become a, pacific democracy 
they 


will risk being affected in their eco- 
nomic interests 'by a league for the 
common defense of the peoples forc- 
ed to organize against them. Who- 
ever seeks to make the constant men- 
ace of aggression a weight upon the 
world must not 
complain 
because 


the world seeks to protect itself with 
all the means at its disposal." 
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MESSAGES FROM AMERICA.

Paris. Thursday, Sept. 6.—In con- 


nection with the celebration of the 
anniversary of the 
battle 
of 
the 


Marne the newspapers today publish 
several messages to the French peo- 
ple from prominent Americans. Sec 
rctary Daniels cabled to the Matin: 


"There are through history a small 


number of 
peaks 
which 
become 


lighthouses ever illuminated for lov- 
ers of liberty. 
Burker Hill is an 


American name symbolizing resist- 
ance to a superior enemy. The bat- 
tle of the Marne saved Paris, check- 
ing the invading flow of Prussian- 
i«m. 
Marshal Joffre and the heroes 


who faced the invaders not only 
saved the capital and their countrj 
but prevented Prussian 
militarism 


from submerging the whole world." 


The secretary 
said 
the 
United 


States would celebrate the anniver- 
sary of this battle as it observed In- 
dependence Day, adding: 


"Liberty and Marne are words to- 


day and forever inseparable." 


Secretary Baker sent the follow- 


ing: 


"Liberty is not yet assured in the 


world. 
Many of its fruits remain 


to be gathered 
But this has been 


gained once for all by the battle of 
ihe Mame—that the twentieth cen- 
tury will not be an age of blood and 
iron but an era of more generous r*>- 
ialions among the members of the 
human family."
